They passed Colehour on time and met the 
Valparaiso train coming at More than usual 
‘speed, as the engineer was crowding on all 
steam to reach the sidetrack or I, where 
he expected to wait for the Pan-Handle train. 

The dispatcher recognized his mistake after 
it was too late to prevent the accident and 
tried to get a message over the wire in time 
to stop the ill-fated trains, but failed. It was 


Killed in the Smoking Car. 
Its E platform of the 
smoker and driven back from front to rear 
of the car. Walls, seats, and men were 
crushed to a-shapeless mass by the awful 
ram. Then there were screaming, cryimg, 
moaning, and shrieking of the dying, 
the crushed, the mangled. Those who 
were able to move about and the uninjured 
rushed hither and thither;dazed and frantic 
after the shock. Friends and relatives of the 
dead and hurt added to the confusion by the 
heartrendmg criesof lamentation. It was 
the piteous calls of the pinioned and injured 
that them to their senses, and then 
the heroic work of rescue began. 

It was a complete and actual telescoping of 
the two cars. There were but two men in the 
baggage car, both of whom were terribly in- 
jured. smoking car crowded. Nota 
hn ag it but was hurt or killed. 
There was not room in that car when the 
baggage car was rammed through it for a 
human form to havé avoided being struck. 

The two baggage cars of the Valparaiso ac- 
commodahion were derailed and broken to 
fragments. On the right side of the track 
they were rolled into a broken mass. Bag- 
gageman Miller and his assistant, T. Conrad, 
jumped. No loss of life occurred on that 
train. | 

The two rear cars on that train, day coaches, 
remained on the track. The baggage cars 
were loaded with thousands of gallons of milk 
‘for the Chicago markes, as this train runs 
through a rich dairy region in Indiana. It is 
called the milk train on account of the 
great quantities of this product carried. Be- 
side the track the ditch was filled with milk 
until it formed a minaiture white lake. 

When the trains met with the terrible force 
‘due to the high rate of speed the Pan-Handle 
engine was mashed beyond all semblance of 
machinery. The heavy coaches in the rear 
crowded and pushed the smoker forward 
against the great barrier made by the two iron 
monsters that lay in front. The baggage car 
that lay between was erushed to splinters. 
Nothing remained except the heavy flooring 
and timbers, that had pushed through the car 
just above the tope of the seats and plowéd 
all before them.

CHAUNCEY DEPEW TRIES TO MAKE 2 
PEACE. 

A very great man, Chauncey Depew, would 
like to make his peace with Chicago by assur- 
ing Gov. Flower that he always hae been a 
strenuous advocate of low rates to the Yair, 
and that the cheap fate trains, -occasionally 
run by competing roads, are due to his repre- 
sentations. He says that he always has fa- 
vored frequent and cheap trains from the 
East, and that he advocated the adoption of 
a daily train at one fare for the round trip 
with sleeping cars, to start Sept. 1 and con- 
tinue to the end of the Exposition, but he was 
voted down by the other members of the 
railway combine. , As an evidence of his good 
faith he points to the fact that his road has 
800 new sleeping cars built expressly for this 
service. This is the substance of Mr. Depew’ — 
explanation. ’ 

Undoubtedly Mr. Depew speaks with tech- 
‘nical correctness, and he means well and 
wants to do the right thing; but he is weak 
where he should be strong, and his. wicked 
pa s in the railway combine will not allow 
him to do the fair thing to the Exposition, 
But the general belief is that Mr. Depew is | 
the most powerful railway magnate in the 
United States, stands at the head of the strong- 
est railroad company in the United States or 
world, and it will be difficult to convince the 
public that a great man occupying that posi- 
tion was any more restrained by his wicked

Had Mr. Depew thus 
taken the bull by the horns and told his pool 
parthers of his resolute purpose and acted ac- 
cordingly he would have reaped much glory 
and his company big profit. All the cars it 
could command and all the new cars which 
have been constructed to accommodate the 
Fair travel would have been put in service. 
His road and its connections would have been 
crowded with trains flying from New York to 
Chicago and back like shuttles in the weavers’ 
looms. Hundreds of thousands of people 
from all New England, New York, Canada, 
Northern Ohio, and Indiana would have 
poured in here during the last three’ months, 
This spectacle of energy and industry, com- 
bined with profit, would have forced the Erie, 
the Pennsylvania, Baltimore and Ohio, and 
other Eastern roads to do the same, and enor- 
mous masses of the people would have been 
accommodated with transportation on n 
they could afford.

The governments of all these counjries 


were wiser than the men in this country who | 


have insisted that a government fiat is all that 
is necessary to give extra value to something 
which without it would be rated as far inferior 
in worth. They were quick to appreciate the 
fact that a great cheapening in the price of 
silver was inevitable after the action of Ger- 
many and the new. methods of silver-mining, 
and they acted promptly to prevent the catas- 
trophe which they saw must come to those 
who permitted themselves to be overloaded 
with cheap silver. Probably they did not 
foresee the full extent of the depreciation 
which subsequently has befallen silver be- 
cause of great decrease in the cost of produc- 
tion, due to the introduction of modern proc- 
esses of treating the ores. But they saw 
enough to stimulate them to take action, and 
they shut off the stream before it became un- 
manageable and swamped them. 


The United States is now confronted with 


the problem these European governments un- 
dertook to solve twenty yearsago. And the 
difficulty has grown with the delay. They are 
carrying their load of silver with little or no 
trouble, because they set the limit before the 
load grew so large as to menace them with 
the grave consequences that state us in the 
face and cannot longer be ignored. We must 
act, and that in the way pointed dut and fol- 
lowed by the civilized white people on the 
other side of the Atlantic. We must cease to 
add to ourload of silver unless we can re- 
inforce our stock of gold, and, that resolved 
on, it will not be impossible to carry what we 
have of the cheap, bulky, clumsy white metal 
on our shoulders already, though it is so 
heavy that no man is justified in saying that 
more would not send us down into the slough 
ot a depreciated currency basis which the na- 
tions of Europe have so successfully avoided 
and the Latin-American States have tumbled 
into. 

The absurdity of the position held by the 
silver monometallists of this country is suffi- 
ciently exemplified in their holding up France 
and the other members of the Latin Union as 
examples to be imitated, when all that they 
are asked to do is to agree that the United 
States shall follow that “example, For it. is 
not proposed, as some of them falsely assert, 
that any one wishes to abolish the use 
of silver as money in the United 
Statés. The proposition is to do pre- 
cisely as France and the other mem- 
bers of the Latin Union have done long since— 
nameiy: to put a stop to the coinage of silver, 
and maintain’ at par all the silver notes and 
silver coins now current, amounting to 550 
millions of dollars. They are bimetallie as a 
consequence of the Imitation to the load of 
silver to be maintained at par with gold. 
Only in that way can we hope toremain bime- 
tallic, that is, continue to use alongside with 
gold coin silver coins which are 58 per cent 
value and 42 per cent token, redemption of 
the token part being guaranteed by the gold 
in the Treasury and the faith of the govern- 
ment. That is the only way in which 58 cents’ 
worth of silver can be made to have the pur- 
chasing power of one dollar. Without it the 
purchasing power of the silver dcllar would 
sink to the bullion value of the coin, as is the 
case in Mexico, the countries of Central and 
South America, India, and China, and as it 
would now be in the different countries of 
Europe but for the wisdom displayed by their 
statesmen in dropping free coinage some 
twenty years ago. 


CITY VS. RUBAL CATHOLICS. 

The paper prepared by Mr. M. T. Eider of 
New Orleans, a stanch Roman Catholic, and 
read by Mr. Murphy of this city before the 
Catholic Congress on Wednesday afternoon 
contained some statements which proved un- 
palatable to a majority of those ia attend - 
ance, the dissatisfled ones manifesting their 
displeasure by leaving ‘the hall during the 
teading of the paper.

When I see how largely Catholicity is 
represented among our hoodlum elpment I feel 
in no spread-eagle mood. When I note how few 
Catholics are engaged honestly in tilling the hon- 
est soil and how many Catholics are engaged in 
the liquor traffic I cannot talk buncombe to any- 
body. When I observe the increasing power and 
_ ascendency of the Jews, when I see the superior 
vigor, „ and opportuneness of Protest- 
ant lay charity over similar attempts on our 
part, and when I observe the immense success 
and infiuence of secret societies, even here in this 
most Catholic city of the Union, I have no heart 
for taffy-giving.. When I reflect that out of the 
70,000,000 of this Nation we numbet only 9,000,-

BIMETALLISM ON THE GOLD STANDARD 
IN THE UNITED STATES. 

The United States has now $615,000,000 
of silver, including subsidiary, and 3600, 
000,000 of gold. The repeal of the Sher- 
man law will leave those stocks of metal un- 
changed. That mass of silver. worth intrin- 
sically alittle over $340,000,000, will re- 
main in use and do the work of $615,000,- 
000 ot gold. When all that money is in use 
along with the paper based on the silver and 
the gold —and it will remain in use as long as 
the gold standard is retained—the industries 
and commeree of this country will not be 
crippled for lack of currency to move the 
crops and turn the wheels. 

The total stock of silver used as money in 
the world is a trifle over four billions. Some. 
thing over one-half of that sum is in use in 
Europe and the United States. The bullion 
value of that half is little more than one bill- 
ion. But it has an exchange efficiency, a bus- 
iness working power of two billions because 
the European countries, together -with the 
United States, which use it are on the nar- 
row gold basis that Altgeld talks about, The 
purchasing power of the two billions of silver 
used in countries which are not on the nar- 
row basis —India. China, and Latin America 
being the principal ones—is but little more 


than one billion. That silver is nearly 50 per’ 


cent below par besause not reinforced and 


held up by gold, 
Ani yet Altgeld would like the workingmen 


to understand that the statesmén of Europe. 


and the United States do not know their busi- 
ness, while the statesmen of India, China, and 
Mexico alone do. He wishes the workingmen 
to listen to thé fallacies of the free silverites 
and to believe that free coinage of half value 
dollars will find them work and wages. Is he 
bidding for Populist support in his Senatorial 
campaign next year? If so he is driving away 
his own countrymen, the Germans. They 
know that the Governor is all wrong in his 
statements and in his inferences. The; know 
that it was a happy day for Germany when 
she emancipated herself from a silver stand- 
ard and the divergified and heterogeneous 
silver coins of a score of States and secured 
the gold standard and a national currency.

MORE JUDGES. 

Within three months geven additional 
Judges of Cook County will be elected by the 
people. But there are not court accommoda- 
tions for the present members of our judi. 
ciary. The eriminal courts are held in the 
badly ventilated rooms of a North Side build - 
ing, and some of the law courts are held in 
small ill-adapted rooms in the main County 
Building. In the meantime the County Board 
is doing nothing to provide for better court 
accommodations. The County Board of last 
year spent $400,000 in erecting a large 
building near the jailin the North Division. 
It is now roofed in, It has space for several 
of the county officers and for eight court- 
rooms. No effort is Being made 
to furnish up those eight courts 
for the accommodation of the new 
Judges. A contract has been let for the com- 
pletion of two court-rooms about the list of 
January. But following the precedents in 
such cases the contract hardly will be com- 
pleted before the Ist of May next. And two 
additional courts will not be nearly enough 
then. The present County Board appropri- 
ated $200,000 for building purposes. This 
amount has been spent, but there is little to 
show for it. It has been frittered away in 
jobbery. The failure to complete the Crim- 
inal Court Building in the North Division is 
scandalous and should be remembered when 
the present County Commissioners come up 
for reélection. It will take a different type 
of men to manage the county affairs properly 


and to provide adequate accommodations for 


the new courts. 


TOO WILLFULLY BLIND TO SEE. 

The Denver Republican reiterates its crazy 
assertion that the free coinage of silver at a 
ratio of 16 to 1 would not drive gold gut and 
bring in the single silver standard. Its sole argu- 
ment is that in 1878 certain” persons asserted 
that the passage of the Bland-Allison law 
would drive gold out; that since then 8650, 
000,000 in silver has been bought and used, 
and yet gold has not gone out of circulation;

That last assertion is emphatically denied. 
In 1878 the Bland-Allison act had not yet 
produced any standard. dilver dollars, and it 
only turned them out at the rate of 26 mill. 
ions a year, while the Treasury started in 
with over 100 millions of gold and the coun- 
try speedily imported two or three hundred 
millions more in its trade dealings with 


less but premature merely. At this time 
the quantity of silver has come dangerous- 
ly near to expatriating gold and slumping 
this country to the single silver standard. The 
rapid expansion of silver certificates under 
the so-called Sherman law, together

‘the building trades were laid off because of 
nothing to do, that would involve the enforced 
idleness of hundreds of men who ordinarily 
gain their living by the excavation of founda- 
tions, the mixing of mortar, and the carrying 
of hods, to say nothing of the numerous brick- 
makers, whose sual exertions are not more 
toilsome than those required on the canal, 
and are much it) the same line of effort. One 
would think these men must have been nu- 
merously repregented in the list of applicants 
for work on the big ditch. Any men of this 
class would not ha ve needed to throw up work, 
and it is fair to suppose that not a few belong- 
ing to the building trades proper could have 
stood the moderate strain. They would not 
have left the joy to go back home and there 
see'their wives and children starve for lack of 
the food they might have earned by work on 

the drainage channel. 

So it is impossible to resist the conclusion 
that there has been an enormous amount of 
exaggeration in the stories about workingmen 
out of employment in this city and suffering 


from hunger. Doubtless there are many who 


could not find anything to do during the great 
financial strain, but that is now disappearing, 
and avenues.for employment are reopening, 
though it is not to be expected the building 
trades will be active for many months to 


| come, as more buildings were put up in prep- 


aration for the Fair than will be wanted for 
occupancy after the end of October. After 


‘making due allowance for the fact that many 


laborers were attracted here by the Fair and 


| cannot now find work, there is no escaping 


the conclusion that the great mass of the peo- 
ple who ba ve joined in the howl about being 
unemployed are not so anxious for work as 
for a.living without work, that they prefer 
whisky, tobacco, and anarchistic oratory to 
exertion with the hands, and belong to the 
classes which add no more tothe welfare of 
the community than they are obliged to do. 
For those who really wish to labor on the 
canal, but were disheartened by the require- 
ment to do more per hour than was oomfort- 
able at the first essay, there is room for hope 


in the remark that probably they will be al- 


owed another trial, and will give satisfaction 
if able to do good work in two or three days 
from the time of undertaking the new task. 


FEDERAL ELECTION LAWS “MUST GO,” 
SAY THE DEMOCRATS. 

The Democratic national platform de- 
nounced bitterly the doctrine that the General 
Government had a right to see that Federal 
elections were honestly conducted. It is not 
surprising therefore that bills should have 
been introduced already in both Houses of 
Congress to repeal those Federal election 
laws which have been on the statute books for 
thirty years, and which have been invoked by 
both parties in order to secure a fair expres- 
sion of the will of the people ih Congressional 
elections, 

The object of the repealers is to open the 
door to fraud, especially in those large cities 
where the Democtats get their heaviest ma- 
jorities, where election cheating is most diffi- 
cult of detection, and is carried on most ex- 
tensiyely. Naturally enough the repeal bill 
which is now on the Senate calendar was in- 
troduced by Senator Hill of New York, for 
the benefit of Tammany, and to enable it to 
roll up immense bogus majorities, in order to 
carry the State for the Democrats, as when 
Seymour ran against Grant. Mr. Springer is 
to introduce a similar bill in the House for 


the benefit of Chicago Democrats. Of course |

cinnati, Milwaukee, and St. Louis, will see 
to it that they are not enforced in t' ose cities, 
and that, therefore, those States will be car- 
ried by the Democrats whenever they need 
them. 

The Democrats are in the majority in the 
Senate and House, and they havea President 
of theit own faith. So it is probable they will 
pass their bill to repeal the election. laws 
against frauds and cheating.

the Unemployed- Col. Rend Says Fore- 
men Are Hard on the New Arrivals 
Subcommittees to Solicit Funds for the 
Relief of Those in Distress Are Formed, 


Col. W. P. Rend and Z. S. Holbrook, who 
have the emergency relief movement in 
charge, were much put out yesterday over the 
reports from Willow Springs. They said it 
was not true that all the newly employed men 

sent down there Wednesday morning to work 
on the canal threw up their jobs before night 
and came back to the city. Col. Rend de- 
clared that out of the number, some 350, re. 
porting to Contractors Harlev & Son 
Wednesday morning over 200 remained on 
duty all day and went back to work again 
yesterday morning. 

0 When men haye been out of work a 
month,” said Mr. Holbrook, even rolling 
mill and gravel pit men whose muscles are 
supposed to be like iron and whose hands are 
calloused can’t go right in and swing shovels 
or push wheelbarrows the first day alongside 
of men who have been working right along. 
These men, many of them, have 
been out of work two months. 


But as a general thing the bosses and fore- 


men in charge of such employment as dig- 
ging canals do not stop to think of a man’s 
physical condition.“ 

Col. Rend and Mr. Holbrook emphasized 
the statement that they and their ussociates 
on the relief board are not giving their time 
and attention to the matter from any senti- 
mental motives. Several hundred men, 
some of them with wives and children, in this 
town are suffering for the necessaries of life 
because hard times have thrown them out of 
employment and on their own ac 
count they could get nothing to do. 
Work onthe Drainage Canal was the first 
opening, and the board started in on that 
under an arrangement with Contractors 
Hurlev & Son to put from 1,000 to 1,200 
men to work at once. 

Col. Rend expressed strong belief that the 
contractors and their foremen had not done 
the right thing by the new employés. It was 
stated that the foremen did not want them 
there, and for that reason showed no disposi- 
tion to give them a chance, 

Mr. Holbrook said that 131 men left the 
Union Depot yesterday morning on an Alton 
train and e tg more joined them at 
Brighton. Said **T wo-thirds of those 
sent down Wednesday are at work today. 
Another thing, what this board has done has 
not cost anybody a cent.”’ 

Every manemployed by the Relief Board is 
required to fill out a certificate giving his 
name, age, whether single or married, and 
the kind of work he heretofore has been en- 
gaged in. Yesterday: Mr. Holbrook picked 
up a handful of these certificates left by the 


men who went to Willow Springs yesterday 


morning, and as a matter of curiosity went 
over the list just to see how many were capa- 
ble of going into canal work like old hands. 
Out of about 300 only one had written that 
his emplo paces had been with pick and 
shovel, 250 were enrolled under the general 
head of laborer. ‘There wére four teamsters, 
twelve carpenters, five machinists, four cabi- 
netmakers, four tanners, hostler, two paint- 
ers, three janitors, three electricians, one ex- 
policeman, one gardener, one locksmith, one 
on bir wn two real estate agents, two sailors, 
and others. 

“And: in that bundle of documents,” ee 
claimed Mr, Holbrook,.as he grasped ~ and 
held it up in the air, is material fora greater 
novel ‘than Dickens ever wrote. In there are 
stories of heroism and suffering that would 
read more like fiction than fact.
